This course on the Geography of Communisgt
China, essentially for non-geographers, is for
analysts, desk officers, reports officers,
librarians, and imagery analysts who would bene-
fit from an integrated view of the geography
of Communist China.

country; and finally, a more detailed topical
study of some of the major aspects of the physi-
cal and economic geography of China. Emphasis
is placed on getting the student himgelf to
relate the facts of geography to his own specific
responsibilities in regard to Communist China.
